position v that he is now ambassador of the en ire Soviet Union to 
"an African country." 

Sz. replied to Tronko as fol ows i 

"Mister Minister, I am unable to say anything to what you've .juafc 
said, because 1 did not read those articles, they don't even aend me 
the Svoboda", so I don' know what '3 printed in it. I just want 
you to know this: your speech at the U.N, in Ukrainian was a great 
emotional exp rience. I was elated when I heard you. You demootrated 
that Ukraine is a sepat ate na ion. You know that we have many enemies 
here. The Ku elans ..." 

'"..hat Russians ?" asked Tronko. 

"Why, the Whites, those blackguards, of course." 

"Oh." remarked Tronko. 

"... and the ^olea and Jews, are all against us. They all 
deny that Ukraine exists, Bu you have demo. toated for the whole world 
that Uk aine does exist." 

Then Sz. said he threw some political curves at Tronko, and 
aaked him why Ukraine is not like Rumania — Communist, but independent. 

He was very happy wi h Tron o'o answer, who had apparently 
said that "everything takes time." And commenting on Sz'e praiee of 
the ape ch in Ukrainian, Tronko was to have said that things have 
changed^ now he speaks in Ukrainian at the U.N. (implying that it 
could not have boon done earlier, nrul greater things are otlll to come. 
All this was strictly in >renc© on oz's part. Tronko did not uae the 
exact words). This made Sz. alno very happy. 

A photographer at the party took a picture, and Sz. now hoe 
that pictu e. It shows him with Tronko. 

The next day Sz. said he w nt to "Svoboda" mainly to enouire 
when his article on African p eas would appear. He spoke to Dragan and 
Lesawyor, who were very friendly towards me, and beeawyer even shook my 
hand."
